ing Marshal Udells vacation and on 
his return the latter brought them be¬ 
fore Recorder Perry for a hearing. The 
fire was a part of the stage settings 
for a film made by the company and 
was nothing but a smudge according 
to the movie men, in which the actor 
seated by the campfire was supposed 
to see the image of his sweetheart. 
Other witnesses declared there bad 
been a booming lire. And there was no 
doubt of the inllammable character of 
the stage settings in the canyon and 
on the mountain side, so Recorder 
Perry thought he was letting the men 
off easy. 

Seven men tire reported to have been 
brought before the Pasadena Justices 
of tb«* peace within two days for vio¬ 
lation of the lire rules in the forest 
reserve. Everywhere there is the 
greatest activity and watchfulness at 
this season to prevent the spoiling of 
the excellent file record of the pres¬ 
ent season, which lias been fortunately 
free from dangerous tires. 

While men have been altogether loo 
scarce In the forest service this year 
the work has been better organized 
and equipped than ever before. llut 
the great problem in this as in all 
other work Is efficiency. Forest Su¬ 
pervisor Charlton is carrying on a 
constant weeding out process, getting 
rid of men who are found to he Inef- 
flcient, but it Is n difficult task at best. 
It is practically Impossible to tell, for 
instance, whether or not the Held men 
actually make the patrols assigned to 
them. (Jt course the men lit the Held 
are pretty well Informed as to the 
faithfulness of their neighbors In the 
service, but even the conscientious 
man who knows that the man at the 
next station Is slighting his work Is 
backward about informing, even when 
pressed to do so by those higher up. 
When it young fellow is stationed near 
some summer resort It Is not sur¬ 
prising that he should feel inclined to 
spend it good deal of time there Instead 
of riding the range. But that does 
not protect the forest nor round up 
the lire law violators. And that is the 
sort of tiling tlte forest supervisor has 
to contend with. 

Record in the State 
The forest lire record, for the present 
calendar year on the National Forests 
of California shows a remarkably 
small acreage burned over and very 
few tires compared to former years, 
according to bulletins sent out by the 
forest service. Bp to Aug. 16, there have 
been titth tires on tlie nineteen national 
forests of the state. SS per cent of 
which were extinguished before they 
hud burned over ten acres each Tlte 
average acreage tier lire to date is 31: 
the total acreage burned over is 18,929; 
and total damage $2.61:'.41!. 

Tills remarkable decrease in disas¬ 
trous forest ilres In California Is due 
to the highly developed system of lire 
prevention maintained by the United 
States Forest Service which covers ap¬ 
proximately 28,000,000 acres of the for¬ 
est, and brush area of California. The 
system comprises about SfiO nun In 
the Held during the dry season: 90 
lookout stations manned and equipped 
with lire detecting and locating de¬ 
vices; over 3.000 miles of government- 
owned 'telephone lines, and connections 
with an equal mileage of private lines; 
patrol stations; tool and supply cach¬ 
es; motorcycle and railroad speeders; 
and mounts for upwards of 7f>o men. 

It provides for the organization in ad¬ 
vance of the lire season of all jivull- 
tible volunteer help- some 10,000 men- 
for their speedy equipment and trans¬ 
portation to lire lines, and for imme¬ 
diate payment for services rendered. 

It Is highly organized, and under 
strong centralized control. Its cost 
for maintenance and fire fighting var¬ 
ies from $150,000 to $250,000 per year, 
depending on the severity of the lire 
season; and through Its efforts the 
lire losses of previous years are in fair 
way to l>e reduced to a reasonable 
minimum over about one-third of the 
men turntable forest area of the entire 
state.

THE OLD ORDER CHANGETH 

Inglewood News. The State of Cal¬ 
ifornia has purchased $ 21,000 of muni¬ 
cipal bonds from the City of Sawtelle, 
thus helping that community out in 
a Way that the citizens should tip- 
! predate. There Is nothing safer than 
municipal bonds, but at times those 
nlio control the bond market have 
gotten chesty and have dictated wh.it 
bonds shall be bought and what shall 
not, in order to force a higher rale 
of interest, or better terms of sab- 
in this way many communities with 
perfectly good bonds to sell have been 
unable to dispose of (hem, at a posi¬ 
tive hardship to the people interest¬ 
ed. Anil at other times leading bond 
lawyers have grossly mistreated com¬ 
munities depending upon their power 
and influence in the bond world. In¬ 
glewood has experienced such mis¬ 
treatment within the past year. But 
now that the State of California has 
been authorized to Invest some of 
its surplus money in good municipal 
bonds, such hold-ups can continue no 
longer, for towns need not depend 
upon the bond buyer altogether, nor 
upon the bond lawyer that have been 
■ so powerful in the past. Inglewood's 
bonds were sold to the State of Cali¬ 
fornia upon the approval of the At¬ 
torney General and the State Board 
of Control working in conjunction 
with the state treasurer, Sawtelle lias 
just completed a similar deal. And in 
such action on the part of the State 
it is but following out the original 
intention of government in general,— 
that of helping the peitple in ever, 
way possible. The n'lunci in tin- ptih- 
iis treasury is the people's—why not 
lend it back to them, if they are will¬ 
ing to pay good interest and give good 
security? And the investment is a 
good one for the state too, for this 
same money that they are getting five 
tier cent for in city bonds, was for¬ 
merly loaned to the big banks and 
bond buyers at two per cent, and they 
in turn use it to buy city I winds at 
five per cent, and thus cleared thro- 
per cent for themselves, on the money 
belonging to the people. 

Editor Green might have referred 
also to the recent purchase of Sierra 
Madre's water bonds by the state, after 
no bids were received from private 
purchasers. There can bo no disput¬ 
ing the fact that corporate opposition 
to municipal ownership hds very often 
been responsible for tlte bond houses 
refusing to bi<l on municipal I wind is¬ 
sues, thus defeating enterprises which 
the corporations had previously been 
unable to defeat at the polls. With the 
state investing the public funds in this 
class of bonds it may h. that the bond 
houses will abandon that chesty at¬ 
titude and consent to do business with¬ 
out trying to dictate to the cities for 
tin* benefit of tin* power corporations.

FROM CAPTAIN OSGOOD 


More Incidents of Journey to Boston 
by Way of Panama 

Wellesley Hills, Mass., Aug. 23. 
Friend Morgridge: Thinking that you 
might he interested in knowing of a 
fi w items that interested us. here they 
are. 

At Acapulen, Mexico, three Ameri¬ 
cans came on board our steamer—two 
u them mining engineers and one a 
doctor. They had come from a small 
place over one hundred miles north 
of Acapulco, in a “dug out," not once 
going on shore—because of the surf 
and sharks, their companions along¬ 
side. Tlie only water they had was in 
Coeoanats. One of these men had been 
robbed of everything by Mexicans. One 
of these Mexicans thrust his gun 
• gainst the stomach of the American 
and said. "Who you favor?” in Span¬ 
ish. "1 favor whom you do," said the 
American, who could say nothing else 

and save li is life. "You Madero?" 
"Yes, 1 Madero." "If you. say I give 
you my money and things, all right, 
if not, I take you to Jail." So was tak¬ 
en arms, money and outfit. 

At Ocas, Guatemala, high upon the 
beach and some three hundred feet 
from the sea, was the German steam¬ 
ship "Gesoslrts," blown there six years 
ago liy a gale. She is now .used ns a 
hotel and for electric lighting pur¬ 
poses. 

We thought l«i Ljlierutad, San Sal¬ 
vador. was the most beautiful of tiui 
places we visited. No low hind ap¬ 
peared as was the case north, liut the 
land rising like a gren lap up to the 
mountains, the gorgeous scarlet of the 
plane tree showing here mid there like 
a Hume of lire. 

We wore surprised at the tameness 
of the little brownish black bird that 
never seems to rest on I lie waiter lint 
follows the ship closely. Three came 
on hoard during a storm at night. I 
caught tlicni easily and they rested In 
my hand as if in a nest while we 
stroked their hacks gently. 

1 neve r expected to see snakes ill 
salt water. Itnt off Monkej island 
which lies between Costa Rica and 
l'ana nut, we saw small yellow and 
black snakes alongside the ship. As 
all saw them, please don't think liquor 
had anything to do with the strange 
sight. 

Though the tide rises 22 feet on the 
Pacific side of the canal, and only two 
feet on the Atlantic side, the relative 
elevation of the two oceans is the 
same, the narrow gulf of Panama 
causing a compression of the incoming 
tide on the Pacific side, causing the 
water to rise as at the Hay of Fundy. 


We visited line school rooms at 
Panama and were greatlv pleased to 
sic the bright eyed little dark children 
as they politely rose on our entrance. 
After being seated, they were ordered 
to the blackboard one by one, and ans¬ 
wered intelligently the questions put 
by their teachers. 

In New York, wo enjoyed a ride on 
ears propelled by storage battery—and 
w re surprised to see the usual bag¬ 
gage trucks at railroad stations run 
as motor trucks. 

At Riston, a visit at the rooms of 
the Animal Rescue League was of 
special interest. The collection of all 
the stray dogs and cats is now made 
through this league. The results are 
surprising. Thousands of dogs and 
cats are collected in the most humane 
manner. All animals not called for 
soon and all diseased and worthless 
lie electrocuted. This process is won¬ 
derfully carried out through tile med¬ 
ium ol> an automatic electric cage, one 
for dogs and four for cats. A glass 
permits one to see the operation. I 
examined closely the eyes and faces of 
animals put in these cages, and was 
convinced that they were absolutely 
free from pain in being put to dentil 
| by electrocution. This machine oper¬ 
ated by one man can destroy two hun¬ 
dred eats and one hundred dogs per 
hour; time allowed, one minute for 
eats, one-half minute for dogs. A 
flexible metal collar provided with 
suitable electrode {mints is placed on 
the dog and the dog placed in the cage. 
With the shutting of the door comes 
instant death to the animal. The cat 
is placed in its cage. The two front 
feet rest on one electrode, the two 
hind feet on the other, and the door 
thrown shut The process is infinitely 
more humane than shooting, or*by use 
of gas or poison and cheaper.
